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LUSITANIA IS NEW 


QUEEN OF THE SEA 


New Ounard Liner Smashes the 


Records Between New York and 


the Nearest European Port 


New York, Sept. 13—The giant 


turblner, Lusitania, of the Cunard 
line, came into 
port 
today on her 


maiden voyage with a new record of 
five days and fifty-four minutes^ be- 
tween Queenstown 
and 
New York. 


The Lusitania failed to lower the' 
hourly speed average of 23.5S knots 
made"by the Kaiser Wiluelm II.. of the 
North German Lloyd line, though she 
covered the distance between ports in 
an average of 23.01 knots, which is a 
record for maiden voyages. 
Captain 


"Watts said when the time comes for 
record making, after her machinery 
is in thorough order, the Lusitania 
will be the empress of the seas. 


The 
Lusitania, the largest ship 


afloat, was given a royal welcome on 
her arrival here today and it was con- 
tinual ovation from tue 'time she sped 
past the Sandy Hook light ship and 
made her way through the Ambrose 
channel, the first ocean liner to enter 
the new fairway, until she was safely 
warped into her dock. The Lucania, 
of the Gunard line fleet, which sailed 
from 
Queenstown 
about 
an 
hour 


ahead of the newest ship of the fleet, 
was still unreported at the Sandy 
Hook light ship at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon, six hours after 
the Lusitania 


had passed. 


Not Pushed to Top Speed. 


The Lusitania was never pushed to 


her top speed during the entire voy- 
age, according to her officers- She en- 
countered 
pleasant 
weather 
from 


port to port and arrived almost at the 
hour designated by the directors of 
the Cuf iard' line 
E. H. Cunard,-direc- 


tor of the line, who made the trip 
over, had this to 
say for the com- 


pany: 


"The engines of the Lusitania work- 


ed perfectly and not once during the 
entire trip was the ship slowed clown. 
The Cunard people are more than sat- 
isfied. What this ship will do in the 
future may be judged from what she 
has already done. No ship makes her 
best time on her maiden voyage. As 
to the reports that the ship was de- 
layed by green stokers, I know noth- 
ing, but shall make no suggestions for 
any changes in the Mauretania. the 
sister of the Lusitania, which ship will 
probably make her maiden trip in Oc- 
tober. We had two days of intermit- 
tent fog and one day partly foggy." 


Coal Consumption a Secret. 


Vernon H. Brown, American repre- 


sentative of the 
Cunard 
line, was 


more than pleased with the trip of the 
Lusitania, but refused to make public 
information concerning the coal con- 
sumption of the Lusitania. 


*"I have instructed Chief Engineer 


Duncan, and in fact it is a rule, not to 
divulge any matter concerning 
the 


engine room. 
This much I will say, 


that the Lusitania burned consider- 
ably less than one thousand tons a 
day' in making 
twenty-three knots. 


Her engines worked perfectly 
and 


there was not a hot bearing during 
the entire trip. 
When going at high 


speed the screws made ISo revolu- 
tions a minute."

City Secures Injunction in 


Wire Stringing Con- 


troversy. 


In the superior court this afternoon 


the City of Fori Wayne applied for and 
obtained a restraining order to pre- 
vent the Home Telephone and Tele- 
graph company from interfering in the 
use of the upper cross arms on all 
the company's" poles for the stringing 
of wires in the construction of the 
new city lighting plant's distributing 
system. 


The complaint was drawn by City 


Attorney Guy Colerick and he alleges 
in the document that the city is con- 
templating the erection of a new mu- 
nicipal lijncin; plant and that the 
contractors are now on the ground 
ready to begin work but are being de- 
layed by refusal of the company's offi- 
cers to permit the use of the cross 
arms. This is followed by a full copy 
of tte company's franchise and par- 
ticular attention is called to section 
10 under which the right is given to 
the city "to use the tipper cross arms 
of all po.es erected and maintained by 
the' said company for the stringing of 
police and fire alarm wires and for 
any other purpose 
whatsoever pro- 


vided that such wires" shall be placed 
on the poles under the supervision of 
the said company." 


The city also asked the right to re- 


move the telephone wires from the 
cross arms, alleging that they are now 
being used by the company, that many 
of them are so completely taken up 
with wiras that it is impossible for the 
city to exercise the right granted it 
under the section. It is also set up 
that the company has refused and still 
refuses to remove tne wires or to per- 
mit the city to remove them. 


Couldn't Reach Agreement. 


The suit is the outcome of failure to 


reach an agreement in the course of 
negotiations that have been pending 
for some time and also comes from a 
desire on the part of the city to get a 
decision upon its position and rights 
in the premises. 
Several months ago 


Mayor W. J. Hosey notified the com- 
pany that it intended to exercise the 
right granted, but the objection was 
made that if wires were strung on tele- 
phon poles for the system then con- 
templated it would ruin, the telephone 
plant. The change was then made to 
an alternating current which will npt 
interfere with the use of telephone 
wires and there were several proposi- 
tions and counter 
propositions 
but 


nothing -that was satisfactory to -both 
sides and the suit was decided as the 
best means of testing the rights of 
the municipality. 
A bond was sup- 


plie.d which was signed by Mayor Ho- 
sey an^Members Lennon, Schwartz 
and Bi«hs of the board of public 
works.

19,144 Killed In Russian Revolution 


and Other Disorders. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 13.—The Slovo 


'today publishes statistics regarding 
the revolutionary movement, prepared 
by the noted Russian statistician, Dr. 
Zhankoff, whereby the total number 
of victims of the "dramatic epidemic" 
is placed at 47,020, of whom 19,144 
were killed. It is shown further that 
2,381 sentences of death were carried 
out, 
that 1,350. prisoners committed 


suicide and that 21,405 persons were 
wounded. 


The largest loss of life, 12,955, re- 


sulted from encounters with the sol- 
diers or police. The anti-Jewish riots 
numbered 7,962, and there were 4,540 
anti-Armenian riots 
and 
2,193 mu- 


tinies.

As , 
cows milk is an article of footl which j 
enters into every household, it is only 
natural that we all want pure milk 
and of the hest quality obtainable. 
The position of milk inspector should 
be filled by a man of experience and 
good judgment,. If such a man is ap- 
pointed not one of the dairymen de- 
livering milk to our city will offer any 
objections. 


The 
practice 
of 
collecting and 


testing samples of milk by our city 
officials has checked any tendency to 
sell impure milk. : 


To judge by the attitude shown by 


one of our city dailies towards our 
dairymen, one would be led to believe 
that the milk furnished by these men 
is unfit to use. 


I have been a purchaser of milk 


and cream for the past twenty-six 
years and I must say I have never re- 
ceived a better article of either in all 
these years than I am receiving at, the 
present time. The Fort Wayne News 
of Tuesday, September 10th, has the 
following notice: 


MILK IN GOOD CONDITION. 


All of the samples of milk collected yes- 
terday by the health ofCicers have been 
examined and found to be in excellent 
condition. 


If our dairymen are compelled to 


carry on their business in strict ac- 
cordance to tlie letter of the new 


surely the services of a scientist or 
chemist are not necessary to deter- 
mine which of the two kinds of milk 
are most healthful for infants, as well 
as adults. Fresh morning's milk de- 
livered to your door the same morn- 
ing it is taken from the cows, as we 
have it in Fort Wayne, or the Chica- 
go process, where the milk is three 
days old before it reaches the con- 
sumer.

Gourdain became one of the great- 


est swindlers of the age, but his dis- 
torted fancy led him to throw away 
his millions as fast as he made them. 
He did not drink. 
Neither did he 


smoke. None of the ordinary vices at- 
tracted him. 
He simply was "gold 


mad " His money was spent to satis- 
fy his whims and craving for con- 
stant excitement. Sumptuous apart- 
ments, costly carriages 
drawn by 


blooded pairs, which he rode behind 
dressed in silk and embroidered bath- 
robes and countless schemes for self- 
advertisement, into which he tossed 
money with both hands, drained his 
well-stocked coffers. 
For four years, before he was sen- 


tenced to prison by Judge Landis, 
Gourdain, his wife and young son 
Harold, lived in a magnificent suite of 
rooms at the Auditorium Annex. It is 
estimated that for years his expendi- 
tures equaled 115,000 a month. 
He 


=implr "lived it up," and when asked 
about" his wild extravagances would 
simply laugh and remark: 
"Bah. 
It 


Is nothing. 
A man has simply to 


think and then gather in a golden 
harvest." 
Operated Many Schemes. 


Coming originally from Thibedeau, 


a small town in Louisiana, Gourdain 
soon made his presence felt in the 
world of schemers. 


After operating a dozen lottery 


schemes he floated the Louisiana 
Loan and Trust company. He divided 
a swamp up into thousands of "oil 
lots " Tickets were sold for these and 
public drawings held in. New Orleans. 
John H. Dalton, a Chicago politician 
and saloon-keeper, who is now in 
Joliet, was Gourdain's partner. 
They 


made more than $1,000,000, but came 
to grief. 
When both were sentenced Gour- 


dain. because of a technicality, was 
refused admission to the Joliet peni- 
tentiary. He pretended that he want- 
ed to "serve his sentence and spoke 
loudly of his "personal honor." He 
declared he would build a miniature 
prls'on and be his own jailer, serving 
his entire term. He rented a house 
for his wife near Joliet prison and had 
an architect draw his prison plans. 
Finally he was placed in the peniten- 
tiary and a few- weeks later removed 
to the government prison at Atlanta. 
He has been in prison since June 8, 


1900.When a man who knew him was 
told of his collapse last night, he re- 
marked: "Gourdain is the most cun- 
ning maniac the world ever saw. He 
was always mad and served one year 
in en asylum several years ago."

Unloaded Heavily. 


New York, Sept. 13.—Although brok- 


ers on the stock exchange report some 
support for the copper stocks at the 
opening today, the first twenty min- 
utes brought a. flood of selling orders 
that forced the price of Amalgamated 
to 58%, which is 2% below yesterday's 
closing. 
More than 40,nOO shares of 


Amalgamated changed hands during 
the first half hour. Much of the sell- 
ing was said to be for Boston account. 
A decline of one pound sterling for 
spot copper was reported from Lon- 
don. 


The Utah Consolidated Mining com- 


pany, a copper producing company, to- 
day" declared a quarterly dividend of 
$1 as compared with $1.25 and 25c 
extra for the last year. 


There were successive downward 


plunges during the morning in the 
copper stocks which kept the whole 
market unsettled. Amalgamated Cop- 
per sold as low as 58, a decline of 3% 
from last night, and American Smelt- 
ing fell 5% to SG%. Between the in- 
tervals :of the acute liquidation prices 
rallied and the declines in the general 
list were moderate compared with the 
violence of the fall in the coppers. 
Reading declined an extreme 1%, but 
only a few of the other rail stocks 
lost a point. 


The appearance of the stock market 


underwent a complete transformation 
in the latter part of the day. A rally 
gained force and vigor as the bears 
were forced to cover their shorts. The 
railroad stocks, which had suffered in 
the early weakness, established sub- 
stantial gains.

Scientific bee-keeping Is one of the 


pleasantest and 
most 
profitable of 


feminine industries. 
It differs from 


other money-making pursuits in that it 
can be conducted—on a "pin-money" 
scale, if not as the sole means of live- 
lihood—in practically 
any 
available 


spot. 
A prosperous apiary has 
for 


some years been in operation on the 
roof of a sky-scraper office building in 
the heart of. New York city. Another 
was conducted, by an ambitious col- 
lege girl, on a balcony outside her 
chamber window, and, notwithstanding 
its limited proportions, supplied funds 
for the purchase of a number of costly 
text-books, besides adding wholesome 
variety to the modest bill 
of fare. 


Other successful bee farms have been 
established in gardens, orchards, va- 
cant lots, forests, prairies, mountain 
regions, in short, wherever 
suitable 


pasturage could be obtained within a 
radius of three or four miles, as bees 
are able to range freely over areas in- 
accessible to ordinary farm stock, and 
will often find an abundance of wild 
honey producing plants and trees in 
regions totally unsuited to agriculture. 


Agriculture is not only profitable, 


but extremely fascinating 
to those 


blessed with an inherent love of out- 
door life. 


The cardinal requisite to success in 


handling bees is 
self-control. Let 


every movement be quiet and deliber- 
ate. Abrupt motion of any description, 
even a nervous jerk of the head as a 
bee scout comes "zooning"^lracomfort- 
ably near, is apt to be minconstrued 
into an attack and followed by instant 
retaliation' in the form of a sting. Of 
course the danger of unfriendly atten- 
tions can be minimized by the use of 
heavy gloves, preferably of 
rubber, 


and a "bee veil," which is simply H 
curtain of black net gathered about 
the hat crown with an elastic cord and 
falling to the shoulders. The gloves, 
however, are clumsy and inconvenient 
and are usually discarded as soon as

Next in point of pugnacity come the 


Italians, the first of the foreign races 
introduced into the 
United

They are excellent honey gatherers, 
but somewhat inferior in wintering 
qualities. The puu Italians have bet- 
ter dispositions than the numberless 
crosses with the domestic bee which 
have been produced in this country- 


Cyprians are the best honey gather- 


ers, but their aggressiveness makes 
them difficult for the novice to handle. 
This drawback 
may, 
however, 
be 


largely overcome 
by 
crossing 
the 


queens and drones of an exceedingly 
gentle race. 


Next to selecting the stock itself the 


choice o£ hives is perhaps the most im- 
portant. 
The 
so-called Langstroth 


type, whose distinctive feature is the 
suspended frame, is more used than 
any other, although the closed frame 
hives have numerous advocates. Many 
apiarists, even among women, build 
their own equipment, but since tii« 
best and most durable hires cannot be 
made without special machinery, the 
substitution of the home-made for the 
factory product is generally mistaken 
economy. 


Before attempting 
to 
install the 


bees in the homes prepared for them. 
It will be a good plan for the beginner 
to acquire perfect control of the bel- 
lows smoker used for subduing the in- 
mates when it is necessar•- to open a 
hive, and to 'practice removing and 
replacing supers,, sections and frames 
until- the various operations have be- 
come almost 
automatic, r.emember 


that a little later, whenever a frame 
is lifted out, a clump of active, easily 
angered bees will LO found clinging to 
it, and that to drop, fumble or severely 
jar the frame is liable to provoke at- 
ack. If the novice has previously fa- 
miliarized herself with every neces- 
;ary movement there will be less like- 
iliood of a disastrous ending to her 
first attempt at autual bee handling. 


One of the first problems to confront 


he inexperienced apiarist is the man- 
agement of the stock in swarming, 
nstead of banging on tin pans, blow- 
ng horns and ringing bells when a 
swarm is discovered leaving the hive, 
he best course is simply 
to 
wait. 


Ajter a short time the ''ees will proba- 
jly cluster on some nearby tree, when 
t will be an easy matter 
to shake 


.ham gently into a basket and turn 
:hem out on the ground before the 
entrance'-fco an empty hive which has 
jeen held in readiness for just such 
an emergency. If it has been placed 
.n a cool, shady spot, the bees will 
nearly always take immediate posses- 
sion. 
The parent colony should be 


moved some distance away, and all but 
one of the queen ceh cut out in order 
to prevent the issuance of a second 
swarm. 


When the maximum number of colo- 


nies which can conveniently be han- 
dled has been reached, and it is de- 
sirable to entirely prevent swarming, 
the most efficacious method is to re- 
place the old queen with one of the 
current year. This should be done in 
the spring before the season of exodus 
commences. 
Queens 
rarely 
swarm 


during their first season, and if the 
added precauti >, is taken of placing 
frames with starters 
between 
the 


brood chamber and flight, hole of the 
hive, wkn additional storing 
space 


above or behind the broad nest, as ad- 
vocated by Samuel 
Swimmins. 
the 


noted English apiarist, immunity from 
swarming is practically assured. 


In considering 
the advisability ot 


starting a bee-farm, a question nat- 
urally arises as to what may reas*on- 
ably be expected in the way of finan- 
cial returns. 
Of course, the amount 


of income will be governed, first, by 
the number of colonies which it is pos- 
sible to handle, and, second, by the 
extent and quality of the pasturage 
afforded by the surrounding country. 


The honey is permitted to stand for 


a week or so to "ripen" in a dry. warm 
place in tanks covered with cheese- 
cloth. It is skimmed every day, and 
when perfectly clcir is ready for ship- 
ment. Square tin cans holding sixty 
pounds each are commonly used for 
packins the liner grades, and kegs or 
barrels coated inside with paraffin for 
the cheaper ones. 


.The product per hive will necessa- 


rily vary with the season and the char- 
ac'er and extent of pasturage, as well 
as with the number of bees in the col- 
ony. 
The average hive rrhoukl con- 


tain noi less than 20,000 workers, and 
during the height oi the breeding sea- 
son a large hive may sometimes con- 
tain four or five times that number. 
A fair sized colony should produce 
not less than forty pounds of extract- 
ed, or twenty-five pounds of 
comb 


honey. 
Under favorable conditions, 


especially in sections where clover, 
wild buckwheat, asters. or California 
sage abound, the product 
may 
be 


double or treble the above amount. 
One amateur bee-keeper secured 352 
sections 01 white clover honey from 
only four hives in her second season, 
and reports the gross receipts to have 
been $29.-lO. Deducting cost of time.

gross earnings from the operated 
mileage of 222,340 miles of lines were 
$2,325,765,167. 
being 
?243,2S2,7G1 


greater than in 1905. 
The operating 


expenses were ?1,53G,877,200 or ?146,- 
275,119 more than in 1905. The net 
earnings aggregated ?7SS,SS7,S96, an 
Increase of $97,007,844. The net earn- 
ings per mile of line averaged $3,548. 


The income attributable • to other
